Yes everyone; we have a new name for the Intercollegiate 
teams! 

A motion was sent to Council by the Men's Athletic Associa- 
tion. This motion called for the adoption of a new name for 
the mens' Intercollegiate teams - a name which included all 
the faculties on the campus. This motion has been passed by 
Council. 

Up until recent years, men in Agriculture have dominated 
the sports picture at Macdonald. hence the teams have been 

unofficially known as the 
Aggies. Now with the increas- 
ing male enrollment in the 
Faculty of Education a new 
name has become necessary. 

The past two years, there 
has been considerable discus- 
sion over whether or not the 
name Aggies was fitting. In the 
fall of 1965, an opinion poll was 
taken with a small majority in 
favour of a new name.

A large and attentive au- 
dience was present on Sunday 
to hear an illustrated talk on 
the Eskimos and the Arctic, 
by the well-known author . Doug 
Wilkinson. He spoke with a 
great deal of enthusiasm for 
the Arctic and expressed con- 
cern for the welfare of the Es- 
kimo people who he greatly 
admires. 

He vividly described life in 
the Arctic winter: how even on 
a sunny day the blown snow 
causes a fine mist; how to

make the runners of a dog sled 
by coating them with swamp 
mud. planing them down, and 
then wiping them with a wet 
bear skin, coating them with 
a film of ice making an al- 
most frictionless surface; how 
you can be snowed in in your 
snow house and have to wait 
to be rescued; and many other 
aspects of the Arctic which, 
illustrated with colour slides, 
brought that hard and remote 
land to life. 

Mr. Wilkinson then turned 
to his main topic: "Iteemang- 
nak," one of the few Eskimos 
still living in the traditional 
manner. Iteemangnak, a Pelly 
Bay Eskimo, is a hunter who 
is not afraid to hunt polar 
bear with only a short spear. 
His wife makes his clothes. 
He has had five children but 
only two survive. He has few 
possessions but his dog team 
and sled, his seal skin tent 
with its tent pole which has 
been in the family for genera- 
tions, and rudimentary house- 
hold goods. He can pack alU 
his possessions and be on his 
way in twenty minutes, as the 
whim takes him to a place 
where the hunting or fishing 
is better. In the winter, he and 
his family live in a snow house 
and in the summer in his seal 
skin tent. He hunts seal in the 
winter and spear fishes Arc- 
tic Char at the Sapotit - a 
series of stone weirs used to 
trap the fish - in the summer. 



The Sapotit is considered Holy 
ground, about which many ta- 
boos have sprung up. since the 
fish caught in summer and 
dried often enable the Pelly 
Bay Eskimos to survive the 
winter when the seal hunting 
fails. 

Most Eskimos have for- 
saken the old way of life and 
taken on the white man' s ways 
so that they possess the usua] 
paraphernalia of twentieth 
Century civilization; cameras 
radio, rifle, etc., and hunt on- 
ly as a sport. Mr. Wilkinsor 
sees the future of the Arctic 
in mining. The Eskimo, there- 
fore, will have to assume our 
way of life and become a part 
of our industrial civilization, 

We have already that es- 
sential prerequisite for the de- 
velopment of an area like our 
Arctic - that is, an intelligent, 
resourceful Northern people 
who love their land and wish 
to live a full and productive 
life there. The Eskimo people 
have, a special and honoured 
role to play in integrating the 
Arctic into the life of the na- 
tion. Let us give them all the 
opportunity and encourage- 
ment we can. 

At the next meeting at 1:3C 
p.m. on Sunday, Feb. 20th. 
Mr. Vacheslav Zharkov, a 
Russian post-graduate student 
of Economics, at present at 
McGill on an exchange scho- 
larship, will speak on life ir 
Russia.

Religious Education 



Can our public school sys- 
tem deal with religious edu- 
cation in a spirit of high ap- 
preciation and intelligent cri- 
ticism? This, I believe is a 
dominant question in the con- 
troversy over whether or not 
religious education should be 
the responsibilityof our school 
systems. 

Although some of our reli- 
gious instruction is given on a 
functional level with emphasis 
on the application of religious 
principles and philosophy in 
our contemporary society, 
most of it seems to be direc- 
ted in favour of institutional 
or ideological religion. 

This later method is not in 
harmony with the concept of 
nonsectarian schools with uni- 
form standards for all Ca- 
nadian students which, I sug- 
gest , is an objective that should 
merit serious consideration. 
It is difficult, if not impossible, 
to foster understanding and 
respect for religious beliefs 
and practices of all students 
if we segregate our schools 
on a religious basis. 

By limiting the opportunity 
for contact with members of 
different faiths, prejudices 
developing through ignorance 
and misinformation are likely 
to occur. We are also sup- 
porting a system that does not 
permit teachers of one faith 
to teach in schools that are 
under the jurisdiction of an- 
other faith. It is also a fact, 
that unless an individual pro- 
fesses to be of the Roman 
Catholic, Protestant or Jew- 
ish faith, he is not permitt- 
^ to teach in the schools of 
the Province of Quebec. This 



makes a mockery of the prin- 
ciples of equality and respect 
for the Individual that we are 
supposedly fostering in our re- 
ligious education courses. 

Religion is based on per- 
sonal faith, not on educational 
principles. It is the duty of the 
church and the parents to de- 
velop this faith. We, as teach- 
ers, can include pertinent re- 
ferences to religion in teach- 
ing history, social studies, art, 
music and literature, but sub- 
ject matter should be taught 
for knowledge and understand- 
ing, not to foster the religious 
view of any one denomination. 

The teacher should never be 
compelled to assume the res- 
ponsibility of fostering insti- 
tutional religion. Religious 
doctrine discussions arising in 
class should be referred to the 
home, church or synagogue for 



interpretation. Because pub- 
lic schools serve a diversi- 
fied population, they should try 
to develop an informed citizen- 
ry rather than be an adjunct 
of the church or synagogue. 
Only in this manner can child- 
ren of all faiths enjoy com- 
plete equality in our school 
system. 

We do not require our 
ministers and rabbis to be 
school teachers. Why then do 
we require teachers to as- 
sume the additional responsi- 
bility of the religious educa- 
tion of our children? 

We can give our children a 
richer and more rewarding 
education if we educate them 
in the same school system with 
instruction by the most capable 
teachers available, regardless 
of the personal faith that these 
teachers profess. This will be 
difficult to achieve as long as 
we continue to segregate the 
children in our schools on a 
religious basis.

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Passport To Understanding 



**Can people of different 
nations learn to understand 
and appreciate each other well 
enough to ensure international 
cooperation for a truly peace- 
ful world?" The search for a 
way to answer this vital quest- 
ion led to the founding, in 1932. 
of the Experiment in Inter- 
national Living - a private, 
non- sectarian organization in 
the field of international edu- 
cation. 

Acknowledging that each 
country has its own per- 
spective on its problems, and 
that this perspective can only 
be fully understood when ob- 
served from within, the essen- 
tial feature of each Experi- 
ment program is a period of 
about a month spent living as 
a member of a foreign family 
in the pure meaning of the word 
foreign. By introducing the 
people of one country to the 
people of another country 
through the basic social 
structure of the family, the 
oldest classroom in the world, 
significant advances towards 
world peace can be made at the 
individual level. It is exactly 
this kind of people-to-people 
program, involving taking up 
residence in another country 
to live there the life of its 
people, that the Experiment 
has been offering for the past 
thirty-four years. Only re- 
cently the Experiment has 
been started up in Canada, by 
the initiative of Miss Marion 
Adams of Brantford, Ontario, 
who is now the National Di- 
rector. 

Not A Tour 

Since participants in the 




Experiment must be seriously 
interested in immersing 
themselves in a different 
society, it is not a prospect 
that will appeal to someone 
who is seeking a guided tour, 
or whowishes to''do" asmany 
countries as he can in the 
shortest time possible. Ex- 
periment groups are not intro- 
duced to another country as 
tourists. They meet a country 
on its own terms seeing it 
through the eyes of the nation- 
als. It 
requires 
tact, adapt- 
ability and 
a genuine 
desire to 
learn rather than teach. The 
challenge it presents is 
constant; the benefits it can 
provide depend entirely upon 
the individual. 
A Question of Values. 

The college student who is 
understandably concerned a- 
bout financing the remaining 
years of his education should 
realize that an Experiment 
summer is not designed as 
simply a pleasant interlude 
between the spring and fall 
semesters. For the economist 
or journalist, the advantages 
of an international experience 
with a serious purpose are 
obvious. And no matter what 
occupation the Experimenter 
ultimately chooses, his 
summer spent as an unofficial 
ambassador, with all the re- 
sponsibility and involvement 
this implies, will prove to be 
a sound and durable invest- 
ment in his future. 

The Canadian Experiment, 



after receiving three incoming 
groups this winter in Ottawa. 
Oakville and Montreal, hopes 
to send five groups abroad in 
July and August-to France, to 
German- speaking Switzerland 
and to England, as well as to 
the cities of Toluca and 
Jalapa in Mexico. The Toluca 
group will have a special pro- 
gram involving community 
work in the village of Guada- 
lupita as well as the family 
home stay. There is a quota 
of ten for each group, which is 
led by a responsible, experi- 
enced leader. 

Of primary interest to the 
Selection Committee is 
whether an applicant can adapt 
himself to a variety of situ- 
ations, whether he can make 
the homestay experience as 
satisfying for his hosts as for 
himself, and whether he has a 
sincere desire to contribute 
personally to international 
goodwill.

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New Residences For Married Students 



New residences for married 
students at Macdonald College 
are expected to be completed 
in March. Dr. H.G.Dion, Vice- 
Principal, announced today. 

"The availability of modern 
housing for married students 
at Macdonald will fill a long- 
existing need.'* Dr. Dion said. 
''They will largely replace the 
army barrack type houses 
erected in 1946 with a life ex- 
pectancy of 7 years, to ac- 
comodate veteran students and 
their families." 

The first block of 28 units 



will be on an experimental 
basis. If the project proves 
successful, further resi- 
dences of the same type will 
be constructed. 

The motel style building, 
designed by architect H.W. 
Blancherd, will have flat 
roofs, brick facing, masonry 
walls, and interior partitions 
in plaster. Located at the 
eastern end of the campus, the 
housing covers an area of 11/2 
acres. Estimated total cost 
is $322,000. 

Floor plans include two 



sizes, 16 with one bedroom and 
12 with two bedrooms in ad- 
dition to a living room , a dining 
room, kitchen and bathroom. 
The units will be heated elect- 
rically . equipped with refrig- 
erators and stoves and 
serviced with a communal 
laundry. 

Construction began last 
November by S.D. Gameroff 
Estate Corp. of Lachine. 

With 45 married students 
registered at Macdonald 
College this year, Dr. Dion 
said he expected the demand 
for new residences will be 
high.

An Australian, an Englishman and an American, all ac- 
complished folk singers in their own countries, have joined 
together with two Canadians in Montreal to form what they call 
" a folksinger' s workshop." 

Themselves anxious to learn and to perform Canadian songs , 
they were surprised and dismayed on their arrival in Montreal 
by the difficulty in locating Canadian material and also by the 
lack of opportunity to perform it. Consequently for the past year 
they have been exploring Canadian folk music and learning 
traditional and contemporary Canadian tunes. 

Toured Maritimes. 

One member John Gonyea toured the Maritimes this summer 
collecting songs from the few remaining traditional singers there 
and is now performing at Montreal concerts and coffee houses. 

To Tour B.C. 

Another member . Bryan Sutton, plans a collecting tour to B.C . 
this summer where there are many lumberjack songs quickly 
disappearing from the scene. 

The group feels that among the Montreal people who share 
their interest in folk song, whether traditional or contemporary, 
there are many who are keen to learn to sing and to accompany 
themselves on the traditional folk instruments, the guitar and 
banjo. 

Weekly Workshop 

With this in mind they have organised a weekly non-profit 
folk singer's workshop where anyone interested in learning 
to sing or to play the guitar, or both, can come. All they ask 
is that the person wishing to learn to play bring his or her 
own guitar. 

The workshop will be known as "The Base String'* and it! 
will open February 11th in the Arts Club at 3448 Stanley Street. 
The time is 8 - 11 p.m. Admission - $1.00. 

The organisers come from varied backgrounds. John Gonyea 
comes from Dannemora. New York and has performed in 
America and England. He writes many of his own songs, and 
has collaborated with Pete Seeger in composing and perform- 
ing. 

Steve Rawling. an English literature teacher in Montreal, 
came to Canada from Sidney, Australia two years ago. Since 
arriving in North America he has sung and talked on Australian 
folk songs from Vancouver to New York. He also appeared at 
the Berkeley Folk Festival in 1964 with Joan Baez and Doc 
Watson.

He learned his music singing in clubs throughout the Mid- 
lands and in London. He studied with Ewan MacColl and 
attended a workshop by Ewan where he was impressed with 
the workshop as a method of helping potential singers, and 
of improving the quality of people already performing in public.

THE KNACK is a gag. It is 
a series of uproaringly clever 
sequences which leave the 
most shocked movie - goer in 
stitches. Along with the tech- 
nical novelties, straight slap- 
stick humour, and ribald wit, 
the film contains an element 
of serious social satire. This 
satire centers at Pimes on a 
"chorus** of shocked, disap- 
proving onlookers, who give 
typically trite and irrelevant 
commentaries. However, it is 
mainly based on attitudes im- 
plied in the film, which reject 
the hypocritical moral stan- 
dards of society. 

In Hollywood films, social 
morality is always finally up- 
held. Hollywood would never, 
oh never, contradict conven- 
tion. Doris Day must always 
marry Rock Hudson in the end. 
Within this framework every 
human value can be ignored; 
the films are nothing more than 
an appeal to the crudest sex- 
ual instincts and a glorifica- 
tion of the same sexual ego- 
tism that Tolin. in THE KNACK 
represents. 

THE KNACK is the exact 
opposite. Here social morali- 
ty is ignored, but human val- 
ues are not. The fundamental 
statement of the film is that 
life, no matter how free or 
unconventional cannot be 
without values. These values 
have nothing to do with con- 
ventional behavior or at- 
titudes; it is not by accident 
that Tolin becomes one of the 
chorus of observers. 

THE KNACK is not a com- 
pletely satisfying film. It lacks 
a consistent plot and it verges 
on the &emimeaial.r iiuw-tivci , 
its attitudes are a refreshing 
change. The film is a relief 
from the garbage so often 
produced.

Birth Control and the Student 

One of the questions that 
recurs from time to time in 
informal student discussions 
is: should the students of aun- 
iversity be given information 
on birth control? We feel that 
this issue should be given 
serious consideration and 
thought at both the student and 
the administrative level. 

Without delving into the ob- 
vious moral and religious ar- 
guments, let us state the two 
basic premises of our edi- 
torial comments. First the 
current sexual revolution (in 
which the university student 
is intimately involved) ne- 
cessitates a thorough under- 
standing of birth control in 
general and secondly, unwan- 
ted pregnancies occur despite 
any moral or religious beliefs. 
It is regrettable, but often 
the greatest tragedy in 
people's lives is the conse- 
quence of an unwanted preg- 
nancy. Many result in torn 
families, illegal abortions, and 
even suicide. In most cases 
basic knowledge of simple pre- 
cautions could have averted 
these disasters. 

With this in mind, the Uni- 
versity of Toronto is sponsor- 
ing a series of lectures and 
discussions on the topic. This 
program has been purpose- 
fully designed. Each speaker 
has been carefully chosen and 
the lectures, which cover a 
range of topics from the tech-

nological aspects of birth con- 
trol to family planning, will be 
frank , straightforward , and 
informative. This seminar 
could easily serve as a model 
after which other universities 
could pattern similar pro- 
grams. The marriage lectur- 
es presented by the Newman 
Club of Sir George for ex- 
ample would be ideally suited 
for an undertaking of this na- 
ture. 

We think that a committee 
could be formed, possibly at 
the bidding of council, which 
could sound out student opi- 
nion on this matter. This com- 
mittee could also seek interes- 
ted clubs, organizations etc. 
who would be willing to spon- 
sor such a project. There could 
be concern on the part of or- 
ganizers that the student body 
would show sufficient interest 
in this program. 

We, ourselves feel that 
there is sufficient interest in 
this university to promote a 
lecture series on birth con- 
trol, marriage, and even sex 
education. A number of years 
ago. Dr. Evelyn Duval, a 
prominent authority on mar- 
riage preparation, delivered 
a series of lectures at Sir 
George on sex and marriage. 
The response was overwhelm- 
ing. Let the facts speak for 
themselves - there is a def- 
inite need for information on 
this topic.
